Influential 
suppatters of. this idea think it Mr, 
McKiniev’s, best memorial, but as the 
suggestion came out .simulianeously with 
news of the surprise of. United States troops 
in Samar, the proposal was not very fayour- 
ably received. It must’ be-udmitted that, 
were the renaming of the Islands in itself 
desirable, which we do not think, the pre- 
sentis hardly a suitable time. The insur- 
recto movement appears ‘auddenly to have 
_ broken out with a fresh display .of vigour, 
‘and- ‘the indications rather point to its 
apreading than dying away rapidly, There 
canbe no doubt, of course, of the ultimate 
auecess of the United States, but it is 
‘manifest. that the assumption that the 
Filipinos are conquered yet is at least as 
premiatiare as American-and other critics are 
fond of reminding Great. Britain the an- 


. =*° nouncement of the virtual completion of the 


South African. War was. Ji must be ad- 
mitted: to the credit of ‘the United States 
authorities in the Philippines that they-are 
showing no lack of vigour and foresight in 
face of the fresh disturbances, and though 
they avoid all appearance of panic they are 
for all eventualities, Herein they 


show their wisdom, “When Samar was tho | 


scene of the recent treacherous massacre of 
a party of the Sth U.S. Infantry, it. was. 
recollected that -the island was always 
notorious and thut the Spuaish sovercignty 
over it was practically non-existent. But 
Cebu is also in a atate of war, and Leyte, 
according to recent despitches, is following 
in its neighbours’ steps to. such an extent 
that it is thought that the new civil govern- 
ment will have to be suspended apd martial 


law reintroduced. The pronouncements of |. 


General Mrave, Matvan, perhaps, need 
| not.excite mich .naensiness in the minds of 
the United States authorities, The Intest 
Filipino Captain-General may orgaaise his 
“army” io Luzon, but he must have 
something more than paper organisations 
to show before he is treated seriously. 
Luxsan in Samar, on the other hand, s— 
we had ‘almost said, a more tangible foe, 
but asa matter of fact the United States 
troops,.cannot get in touch with bim; at 
any rate there is no doubt he is an active 
‘and dangerous enemy. A policy of ‘no 
quarter” is ag necessary against him as 
it wad against Conim mdant Lorrer in 
South Africa, thongh Jiaxuan seems 
the more gentlemanly scoundrel of the 
two. Such men as he can have no 


‘| place in the Philippines of the future. 


Many insurrectos of very doubtful -antece- 
dents have been pardoned and even given 
office under American rule, but there must 
bo a limit: to this generosity. Nominal 
friends, who are ready to become enemivos 
again when they get’ the chance, are undeair: 
able.in the’ Archipelago, in South Africa, 
and everywhere else, and the sternest mea- 
‘sures against such people are perfoctly 
justifiable,” 
| ‘The reasons for the wide-epread recrudes- 
cence of insurrection in the Philippines are 
generally given as overconfidence on the 
part of the Americans, leading them to 
abandon military government too soon: in 
favour of civil rule, and the want of train- 
ing on the part of the new United States 
officials in dealing with. the natives. It 
may also bo added that insurrection is more 
love hereditary with a_great mass of_the | 
Filipinos, The States undertook a very 
difficult task when they decided to take over 
the Philippines., We have always expressed 
the opinion that it is a tagk within their 
power, if they. can train up their colonial 
udministrators on the right lines. Recent 
events do.not tend at all to disprove this, 
‘The time’ probably was not quite ripe, for 
establishing civil rule so widely as was douc, 
and for this‘error the authorities are now 
suffering. Yet the lesson is not likely to 
be lost. Time anda comparative study of 
Colonial —wethods alone~can -give~the civil 
officials the requisite training for. their 
posta; and carly mistakes, caused perhaps 
by ‘x desire to urrive by intuition at the 
proper inethod of, government, should have 
the effect of sieadying the would-be ad- 
mninistrators. - Not too much weight must be 
attached to the reports of discouragement 
end dissatisfaction in the United States 


over the comparative ill-success so far in 


‘the Philippines. There was bound to be 
such feeling excited as news of reverses 


arrived, bat it is not credible that it can 
efiect the policy of the rulers of the country 
in the slightest. Those rulers would not be 
worthy of trust if it did. A speedy solution 
of the Philippine problem is not reasonably 
to be looked for, but that the United States 
will ultimately solve the problem it would 
be equally unreasonable to doubt.
